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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Wilson and 
Ravenscroft teach away from each other so that the rejection is improper. The exmainer, however, disagrees since Wilson teaches a 
stent delivery system with a proximal portion of necessary rigidity, Therefore, Wilson does not teach a component that is entirely rigid, but 
only a proximal portion that is rigid enough to push out the stent. Ravenscroft also teaches a similar stent delivery device having a 
proximal portion comprised of a plastic material, specifically PEBAX. This material is inherently non-rigid since plastic is bendable to a 
degree. Since Ravenscroft teaches a similar device that functions sufficiently with a plastic proximal portion, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordianry skill at the time of the invention for Wilson to a.lso utilize a proximal portion of plastic material. Therefore, Ravenscroft 
teaches that the plastic proxmal portion provides sufficient rigidty, while still being a non-rigid polymer, to push out the stent. Furthermore, 
Ravenscroft teaches that PEBAX can be utilized in place of stainless steel for the proximal portion. Wilson specifically teaches one 
embodiment utilizing stainless steel for the proximal portion. Therefore, Ravenscroft also teaches that it would have been obivous to 
utilize plastic PEBAX in place of stainless steel as disclosed by Wilson for the proximal portion. 
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
